Applicant argued in substance that : 

(1) " Neither Ben-Shachar nor Emer, alone or in combination, teach or suggest the notion of transparency". 

(2) " There are no change to the communication patterns or services, and no changers to the user, client or server codes... and does not 
allow for introduction of new communication modes, structures or methods". 

2. Examiner respectfully disagreed with Applicant's remarks: 

As to the point (1), Ben-Shachar teaches the procesing of obtainning a worker is transparent to the client, because the service 
proxy performs the necessary steps to obtain the worker( col 10, In 5-7), the service proxy cand bind to the service locator d4( col 7, In 35- 
38)/Moreover, the fault tolenrance mechaniems perfonmed by the service proxy are completely transparent to the client( col 1 1 , In 60-63)/ 
Moreover, this entire process Is transparent to the client because the client's proxy is simply returned a service handle( col 20, In 14-16). 

As to the point (2), There no change to the communication patterns or services, and no changers to the user, client or server 
codes... and does not allow for introduction of new communication modes, structures or methods was not in the claims. Moreover, the 
applicant failed to explain the connection or relationship between " the change to communcation patterns or servies " and the 
transparency. The claims did not mention how the steps of transparency can be perfomed. 
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
